Shot by Police 
in Butte Riot 


Butte, Mont., April 21.—[{Special.J— 
Fourteen striking I. W. W. pickets 
apd one policeman were shot during a 
Sharp battle this afternoon near the 
Neversweat mine, on the 
road. All are in hospitals.

3 Fear. Clash and Mob Rule. 

It is feared that before morning 
there will be another outbreak, which

A FRANK TALK TO SOLDIERS. 

The one issue which can make the American 
‘Legion stick together is the soldiers’ bonus. The 

veterans have been told to remain owt of politics 
—that is, not to seek public office on the qualifica- 
tion of having been to war—and the present policy 
of the legion is not to seek to be a factor in cam- 
‘paigns. 

~The organization was founded upon some 
healthy generalities concerning Americanism. The 
generalities were praiseworthy and we think they 
represent the sentiment of the men, but they will 
not keep the organization together. It will be kept 
together if it is working for sémething the men 
want. 

Mayor Thompson, an anti-soldier, anti-war (anti- 

the war that was, not wars in general), home stay- 
ing politician, controls Chicago through an organi- 
‘gation the members of which *get something for 
being with him. If they did not get anything they 
would not be with him. They get it and stick to- 
gether to get more—jobs of various sorts and the 
revenue going with them. | 

Labor unions are compact and solid because the 
men in the unions through them get better pay 
and better working conditions. If the men did 
not get anything they would ‘not be in union. 
The G. A. R. grew into political power and con- 
trolled the country for about thirty years or more 
because the civil war veterans through their 
organization and its political power got pensions. 

Self-interest governs most of the actions of men 
and it forms the basis of their association together, 
whether they associate in the Association of Com- 
merce, the Yardmen’s union, or the Beau Brum- 
mel Pleasure and Athletic club. 

The cement in the American Legion is the 
bonus. We tried to get the legion interested in 
universal training, but the benefits of that were 
too remote and the benefits of the bonus too inti- 
mate. 

Some. citizens who are neither lean nor war 

red are dismayed, saying that the soldiers’ de- 


mand for the bonus is a tarnish on their patriot-

ism. They seem to think that profits are the pre- 
rogatives of pacifism and that it is patriotic to 
fight the war in Broadway and make money in Wall 
street but unpatriotic to fight the war in France 


and ask fér money if alive to ask for it when| 


back home. 
Morally the soldier bonus needs no justification. 
The services the veterans gave cannot be com- 
pensated in money. The expediency of the bonus 
is another matter. When it was a question of it 


or universal service we thought the legion ought . 


to be for universal service and give up the bonus. 
Congress would not establish the service. It will 
give the bonus. All the’ soldiers have to do is to 
ask for it persistently enoug They will get it. 

Congress proposes to pay anly the enlisted men 
and not the officers. If the officers stand for that 
they are idiots. Congress endeavors to operate 
on the fiction that the- officers were aristocrats 
and rolled -out of money into war and out of 
war back into money. In military matters congress 
is sublimity in asininity and hypocrisy. The officer. 
were volunteerg, who went in early and did their 
best to fit themselves to lead men safely. Many 
of them were young men in college or just finish- 
ing college and ready to take up their professions. 
They lost opportunities, time, and money. They 
bought their uniforms and had heavy personal 
expenses. 
If the officers of the American Legion allow 
congress to proceed on the theory that an officer 
is not a soldier, is a gilded aristocrat, d deserves 
no consideration they will hurt any army the 
United States may try to raise. If there is a bonus 
the officers should be in it. | 

Should there be a bonus? If the question is 
merely whether there shall be a bonus or nothing, 
we say yes for the bonus: It will keep the American 
Legion alive and its members together. If they 
wiay together until they have a working cohesion 
they can make their influence felt in American 
politics, which needs such an influence. 

If the legion disintegrates and the soldiers do 
not exercise any collective energy and vigor and 
influence, the politics of the United States wil! re- 
main in the control of pacifists, stay at homes, 
Americans who think it was a mistake to win the 
war, politicians such as Thompson et al., who are 
against soldiers, and groups of semi-aliens who 

have no more real interest in the United States 
than they have in Liberia. 2 

The soldiers say they do not like the trend of 
American government policies. They will never 
correct it by taking strikers’ places in engine cabs. 
chasing I. W. W.’'s up side streets and getting out 
“8 a constabulary wreiy time there is a local dis. 
turbance. 

That is what the pacifists and peace profiteering 
people think the legion is fof. It will evaporate 


if it has no other seems for remaining in existence.

THEORY AND PRACTICE. 
[From the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. } 
Theoretically, the United States is committed to 


maintenance of representative government in the 
western hemisphere. It is the avowed protector of 
the Central and South American republics. 

In theory, the United States guarantee to its citizens 
in foreign lands the same measure of protection it 
offers them at home. Its traditional policy regarding 
this matter has long been the subject of admiring 
comment abroad and of self-congratulation within its 
own borders. 

Theoretically, this country’s attitude toward the 
states in the western hemisphere carries with it an 
obligation to make effective the form of government it 
fosters. In denying to other nations the right to inter. 
fere in Central and South America it takes upon itself 
the duty of requiring Central and South American 
observance of international law. 

In theory, the United States acts with promptness 

and with vigor when the lives or the property of its 
people are violated in a foreign country. Theoretical- 
ly, it acts in like manner for other countries when the 
‘latter are unable to obtain redress from Central and 
South American republics. 
Practically speaking, the United States has no policy 
with respect to the maintenance of representative 
government in Mexico. 
cern itself with maintaining there the form of a re- 
public. For several years now it has permitted an- 
archy to prevail over a large proportion of Mexico's 
territory. 

In practice, the United States has abandoned, so far 
as Mexico is concerned, its time honored custom of 
protecting its citizens in foreign lands. Mexican out- 
laws have murdered 665 Americans in that country 
and along the border, and no one of the murderers 
has been brought to justice. | 
Practically speaking, the American who goes into 
Mexico goes there without the assurance he has in 
other lands, of the government's interest in his safety 
and welfare.

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BRONCHIAL ASTHMA. 
HERP are those who object to the 
.term hay fever, saying it is not a 
fever and it is not* caused by hay. 
Nevertheless the term is accepted 
aS applying to a disease which’ results 
Whenever persons extremely sensitive 
to certain pollens inhale a considerable 
dose of them. The condition ts a first 
cousin to bronchial asthma. ‘That dis- 
ease not infrequentiy develops during 
the course of hay fever. 
University and BeHevue Medical col- 
lege have a hay fever and asthma 


rector. When a. case appears at that 
clinic they first decide whether it is hay 
fever or asthma by noting the history of 
onset. Unless the onset is limited to 
one or the other (spring or August) hay 
fever seasons, that disease can be elimi- 
nated. 

They next éxamine the patient’s heart 
and urine to decide whether he has heart 
or kidney asthma. Next the nose and 
teeth are examined for growths or other 
pathology. The bronchial tubes are ex. 
amined by stethoscope and X-ray to see 
if the asthma is due to pressure on the 
air passages. 
We will say that in a given case all 
of these have been ruled out and the case 
is one of bronehjal asthma. The asthma 
is certain to be the result of poisoning 
by some substance to which the patient 
is exceptionally sensitive. Here is where 
the kinship to hay fever and also to 
urticaria or nettle rash comes in. 
The next step is to determine what the 
poison is. This is done by making @& 
scratch on the skin and rubbing in the 
test substance. A long list of sub- 
stances ready for test is furnished by 
the manufacturing biological chemists. 


tests are so simple any physician can 
make them. The patient is only slightly 
inconvenienced and the vaccination is al- 
most painless. 


Among the substances available for test 
are extracts of dandruff and hair from 
horses, cats, dogs, cows, feathers, and 
fur. If these Wave been tried and found 
not to be the cause the next step should 
be to test the foods in the same way. 
Among the foods which may cause asth- 
ma are milk, flour, buckwheat, potatoes, 
eggs, meat, and fish. If these are not re- 
sponsible the possibility that he is excep- 
ttonally subject to poisons from the 
bodies of certain bacteria must be inves- 
tigated in the same way. | 

It is customary to test the bacteria in 
the sputum, the nose secretions, and even 
in the bowel movements in the same 
way. The bacteria grown from the ton- 
sils and teeth are also examined.

Chicago commission men. shipping | 
clerks, government experts, and po-.

W hosesale commission men are said 
to be making a profit of $2 a hundred- 
This would make the jobber’s 
profits $1.20 on a bushel, 30 cents a 
peck, 2 cents on a pound. 

Make $1 on Every $3. — 

“It is ridiculous,” a prominent gov- 
ernment official said. ‘These men 
are making a dollar profit on every $3 
invested in a business that has one 
of ps quickest turnovers of any line 
of rchandise. 


“While there has been underproduc- 
tion, and while the farmer has in-.} 
creased the price of potatoes, obeying 
the law of supply and demand, the 
profits of the wholesaler are obvious 
and unreasonable.” 

Reports have been made to the govy- 
ernment that retail merchants have 
paid wholesale commission men $2 
a hundred pounds more than the 
quoted market price.
